Toronto, Jan. 19.—Senator 
George A. Cox died on Friday, 
aged 74. 

Hon, George Albértus Cox, was 
born in Colborne, Ont., May 
1840, where he received his edu- 
cation jand married Miss Margar- 
et Young, who died in 1905. He 
l commenced his career as operat- 
or in the service of the Montreal 
Telegraph Co., In 1858 he moved 
to Peterboro, where he became 
mayor, and. in: 1878 became pres- 
ident of the Midland Railway, 
;which position he held until 1883, 
‘when the road was absorbed in 
, the Grand Trunk. 

In 1888 he moved to Toronto, 
| where his financial career rapidly 
| broadened in scope until he be- 
came interested in a number of 
;concerns. He was president of 
,;the Central Canada Loan. and 
| Savings Co., the Canadian Life 
poseuiane Co., the British Amer- 
ican Insurance Co., the Western 
Assurance Co., the: Provident In- 
vestment Co., and the 
Savings and Loan Co. 
director of numerous other pow- 

erful concerns, including the. Can- 
'adian Bank of Commerce, the 
| Russell Motor Car Co., ‘the Can- 
adian Foundry Co., the Canadian 
General Electric Co., the Canadi- 
an Shipbuilding Co., the Domin- 
ion Iron and Steel Co., the Do- 
minion Coal Co., the National 
Trust Co., the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific ;Railway, the Toronto Rail- 
way, the Dunlop Tire and Rubber 
Goods Co., the London Electric

MUCH LEGISLATION TO BE 
ENACTED BY FEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


Ottawa, Jan. 19. ~The list of 
government legisiation four the 
session ‘which is now opened 
includes, besides . the re-distribu- | 
tion’bill and the highways and I. 
C. R. bran¢h line!bills, the revis- 
ion of the merchant’s shipping 
act and the railway act. The ae 
ter will give municipalities more 
control over railways withir thei 
territory. No definite statement | 
has been made yet as to whether | 
the reform of the civil service, 
following the report of Sir 
George Murray will be taken up 
this season, ‘but bills will be in- 
troduced broadening the scope of 
the industrial disputes act,  es- 
tablishing imperial naturaliza- 
tion, providing a uniform federal 
mining law including the best 
features of the various provincial 
acts, and regulating the manufac- 
ture of explosives. 

Other legislation will have to 
do with the trust companies do- 
ing a loan business, the manage- 
ment of the insurance companies, 
co-operative companies and pos- 
sibly the capitalizatization of 
companies. 

Amendments will be made to 
the criminal code for the protec 
tion of women and other purpos 
es, and that some of the recom 


mendations of the inter-provincial, 


conference will be acted upon, in 
cluding the change of the title, 
“‘licutenant-povernor'’ to “goy- 
ernor,”’ and increasing the salar 
ies, for the position in the differ 
ent provinces. It is possible that 
a few odd changes may be made 
in the tariff, but that is all. It 
remains to be seen how much will 


be done in yranting a charter to 
railways and whether any relief 
will be voted for the depositors 
of the Farmers’ Bank.

FECT OF THE EARTH- 
QUAKE IN JAPAN. 


Hitoyoshi, Japan, Jan..19.—A 
refugee from Sakura gives a grap- 
hic picture of the overwhelming 
of villages by earthquake and 
eruption. 

“*The earthquake began on Sun- 
day,”’ he said, ‘‘and the people 
spent a fearful night in their gar- 
dens. In the morning flaming 
boulders descended and set fire to 
the houses. Women and children 
fled and were followed by the 
men. Red hot ashes blinded and 
burned them. 

‘There were no boats on-shore 
and most of the fugitives had to 
wait the coming of the res¢uers. 
Others, with lamentations, flung 
themselves into the sea. Many of 
the aged refused to leave, crying 
that they preferred to dic in th 
home of.their ancestors. One by 
one swimmers were drowned or 
killed. 

Pumice stone and lava soueed 
from the craters; a scarlet vapor 
obscured the heavens; the roar of 
the volcano was like the sound of 
a thousand thunders. The whole 
‘island shook and oscillated like a 
swinging paper lantern. Plants} 


and trees withered, and whitened 


mounds of ashes 
us; - og 
“‘The earth itself reared like a 
wild horse and knocked me down; 
poisonous, gasses choked our nos- 
trils, and crazed cattle charged, 
instinctively seeking the sea. 

Many of the inhabitants who 
fled from Kagoshima returned to 
search for their homes, but found 
them in ruins. A great. hole had 
opened in the side of the city. 
Sajura threw ovt masses of ash- 
es and lava. A large Loat circled 
the island and many bodies of 
the -victims were to be seen upon 
the shores, burned and mutilated. 
Thousands of cattle were ‘dead on 
the beaches or floating in the 
water.

A particularly distressing acci- 
dent, and one that is likely to 
result in the death of the mother 
and one child of a family named 
Prosner,\of Fraser Canyon, some 
40 miles west: of Leduc, has been 
reported to the Mounted Police. 


From the information received ; 


at police headquarters, it appears 
that Prosner, who is a well-to- 
farmer. of many years’ residence 
in the district, purchased a quan- 
tity cf arsenic at a drug store in 
Leduc for the purpose of poison- 
ing coyotes. On the same day he 
purchased a quantity of grocer- 
ies, among other things being a 
sack of sugar, and it is thought 
that the poison was spilled in the 
box containing the groceries, a 
part of it working through the 
cloth sack into the sugar. 

A few days ago three members 
of the family were taken violent- 
ly ill, the symptoms being simil- 
ar to those of poisoning. A 
neighbor who was notified of the 
illness by one of the childrén, tel- 
ephoned for medical assistance. 
A doctor of the district respond- 
ed and found that apparently 
there was but little hope for the 
mother and one child, though 
the three remaining children were 
not seriously ill, 

Upon notification of the affair, 
Superintendent Wroughton de- 
spatched Detective Wanson to Le- 
duc to make an investigation.

The question of what, ‘to do 


with the findings, oa ranch 
commission has Seiden y caused 
a good deal -of* trouble at Ot- 
tawa, There was bound to “ve 
conflict. betweenithe two interests 
involved. For a long while the 
rancher had everything his own 
way in this partfof the west, but 
it 1s oper that his. industry 
has suffered unduly by the — in- 
oads of thé farmer. The matter 
to be determined is’ as to who 
can. make the best use of the 
land. The Farm and Ranch Re- 
view makes a suggestion which 
should be cod ldered. 

“Tf. ranchers centend or ad- 
mit,” it says, “that they cannot 
make as profitable use of their 
land as do ‘small stockmen or 
farmers they will have given 
their case away, Ranching is a 
mtich more natural and profitable 
method of. employing .véry’ much 
of our land than is ae but 
the only way to. determine wheth- 
er a given piece of land should be 
leased to a rancher’ or made 
available for farming is to put it 
up as leased land for competitive 
bidding. This would»involve a 
change in our methods of admin* 
istering land, but it is time we 
did something to remedy the 
‘grabbing’ evil which is becoming 
almost intolerable. It also. sup- 
poses a more intensive system.of 
ranching.” N
